^"Tall, lissome Jean Brown, the Red 
Cross Concert's operatic, soprano, is 
currently in her lourtlt 'and final 
year at the McGill Conscrvatorium 
of Music; for the fourth consecu- 
tive year, she has taken care of her 
tuition by winning the Sir William 
Peterson Memorial Scholarship in 
singing; and she has the further 
distinction this session of having 
been elected House President of the 
Strathcona Hall residence. 

Strangely enough, she began her 
musical career as a dancer. From 
age nine untir age fifteen; she was 
quite actively interested in terpis- 
chore; and though, her lather was 
a singer with considerable radio ex- 
perience and often suggested im- 
provements in her occasional vocal- 
ising attempts, it was many years 
belore she came seriously to think 
of singing as a permanent occupa- 
Uon.

^ .Paying tribute to, the McGill men 
and women in the service of their 
country. Dr. James said "You and I 
arc living on borrowed time, the 
time that these gallant men and 
women have lent us. The sincerity 
of our gratitude for the sacrifices 
that they have made will be mea- 
sured not by any words of sympa- 
thy and congratulation, but by the

'Norway at War' 
Is Topic Tonight 

Business Meeting 
May Modify

"Norway. at War" is the topic of 
the talk being given the Cosmo- 
politan Club this evening by Sven 
N. Oftedal, Press Attache of the 
Norwegian government , in exile to 
Canada. The meeting will take 
place at 8 p.m. in the reading room 
of the Union, and will be- open, to 
all members of the student bqdy. 

Mr. Oftedal is expected to cover 
a wide field in his talk this eve- 
ning, and to place especial empha' 
sis upon the role of the civilians 
still remaining in Occupied .Nor 
way. The contributions towards the 
war of .these pcoplcj are; already 
well -known, in the way of sabo 
tage,° aid to Allied raiding' parties 
and general civilian unrest. Tliat 
students, as well as other citizens 
have played a leading role in the 
opposition to tho invaders is most 
clearly shown by* the actions of the 
Germans themselves with' regard to 
the Norwegian Universities. ' 

That Mr. Oftedal Is belter than 
usually qualified to discuss this 
topic is exemplified in the fact that 
he was himself, for some time. In 
Norway under the Nazi occupation. 
In addition to that, in his present 
position, he has access to informa- 
tion regarding the contributions of 
his countrymen to the war that are 
inaccessible to others. . . 

Before Mr. Oftedal speaks, the 
club will hold a short business 
meeting. Included upon the agenda 
will be a modification of the pre- 
icnt Club constitution, which, will 
bejead at the meeting;^and a dis- 
■.cunipii of plans lor the - coming 
Masquerade Ball, scheduled lor Fri- 
day March 3.

work we do to'iSSnd^the things lor 
which they have fought." 

Dr. James stated that more than 
four thousand McGill graduates, 
with a hundred members of the 
teaching staff, arc on active ser- 
vice, but no comprehensive account 
of McGill's war effort can be made 
until victory and peace give us the 
time lor historical appraisal. 

Speaking of the importance ot 
reconstruction problems, he said 
that Canada must be careful about ' 
granting unlimited power to a bur- 
eaucracy that promises the attain- 
ment of security. In doing this, 
Canada would see democracy dis- 
appear, as it did in Germany, when 
the Germans welcomed Hitler and 
his promises ot relief Irom the de- 
pression of 1931. 

'The real problem that confronts 
us is that of attaining economic se- 
curity in a truly denïôciratlc com- 
munity — an Ideal toward which 
Denmark had made considerable 
progress before the outbreak ol the 
present war— and our success In 
that task will depend In no small 
measure upon the quality of our 
educatlomil system". Dr. James 
continued by saying that the qual- 
ity of our post-war Canadian so- 
ciety w^ll depend upon the extent 
to >vhlch we attain the lundamen- 
tai purposes of - education in actual 
practice. • 

Great Britain, he said, has given 
more attention to this matter than 
wf> in Canada. An Education Bill 
is now before the House ol Com- 
mons Jh, London, ^ and a series ot 
committees has been appointed, one 
on The Youth Service Alter Tho 
War; one on Grant-Aided Second- 
ary Schools; and most important of 
all, one on Educational Reconstruc- 
tion. These have guaranteed to 
every boy and girl "the birthright 
ol a secondary school education" 
and provide that all who are intel- 
lectually qualified shall be enabled 
to proceed to university, to men- 
tion only a lew ol the Intended re- 
forms. 

"The Dominion of: Canada has 
not yet started to tackle its educa- 
tional problems with any serious- 
ness," he said. "The educational 
problems of Canada were discussed 
by the Rowell-Sirols Commission, 
which recognized that appropriate 
financial arrangements between the 
Dominion Government and the 
Provincial Governments were an 
essential prelude to educational re- 
form." 

"Building, teaching and adminls- 
Uativê" personnel, curricùliùn and 
adult education, all deserve unani- 
mous study, widespread discussion 
and prompt action. Even though it 
may involve legislative land finan- 
cial innovations that extend as far 
as the British North America Act,

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Â Clear Statement 

The problem of a woman's place in 
wartime has been discussed at great length 
in the editorial columns of most college 
newspapers on this continent. The follow 
ing statement from The Daily Orange, un 
dcrgraduate newspaper of the University 
of California, is clear and simple. It ex- 
presses our editorial stand and we will not 
attempt to paraphrase it. 

"There are two seta of motives which 
influence women when they -are deciding 
whether they should direct their energies 
toward the survival of the nation or the 
prcyservation of its cultural values. One in 
eludes real, the other, false motives. 

"The real motives that have convinced 
some women students that they should 
abandon liberal-arts studies for immediate 
war service are: concern over the survival 
of the nation, and the conviction that only 
outside of the University can they make 
their maximum contribution to their na 
tion. The false motive that has swayed 
others is fear of being thought unpatriotic 
if they continued in school. 

"The real motives that should guid 
the women who decide to continue their 
liberal education are a genuine concern for 
the preservation of cultural vblues, ai^d a 
conviction that by continuing in school 
they can make their -greatest contribution 
to the nation. The false, unjustifiabh 
motive is fear of the discomfort and hard- 
ship that would attend leaving the Uni- 
versity for service in industry, agriculture 
or one of the auxiliary armed semces. 

"This simple, sane analysis avoids the 
emotional emphasis that has frequently 
beèn placed on the problem. Too often it 
has been attacked by contrasting life in 
Guadalcanal and a Berkeley sorority, con- 
cluding that college women are unjusti- 
fiably leading soft lives while marines 
fight and die. ... 

"While others are working and fight- 
ing, the women who choose the course of 
continuinj^to.seek a liberal education njiist 
accept the responsibility of learning and 
understanding. They must sincerely strive 
to acquire the background knowledge that 
will be needed when the time comes to 
build the peace. 

"They must remain apart from the 
hatreds of war. Theirs is a haven of re- 
fuge from blood and sweat, but the func- 
tion of this haven is not to enable a group 
of young women to live comfortably while 
their brothers and sisters are fighting and 
working.

cap in carrying out its future responsibili- 
ties. because its education was àut short by 
a world conflagration."

educational reform is of vital im- 
portance to the future of Canada. 
The children of today will be the 
citizens of tomorrow. No matter 
how wise our plans may be, their 
■ucceis will depend upon the way 
in which our sons and daughters 
carry them out." 

Dr. James said that McGill Uni- 
versity, like every other university 
in this Dominion, has a responsibil- 
ity for Canadian education that 
"transcends the letter of. the law". 
It should provide leadership In re- 
form, and constantly investigate the 
adequacy of its own teaching and 
reisearch. 

In conclusion, Dr. James said: "We 
who are members of McGill Uni- 
versity recognize the challenge that 
confronts us. The teaching staff 
and the graduates society have de- 
monstrated their eagerness to em- 
brace the opportunity to aid in the 
development of a fairer Canada, 
and, by the careful laying oi foun- 
dations in these days, to facilitate 
the attainment of all our dreams 
for tomorrow". :

work in the United States, Canada, 
and abroad. 

Dr. Yergen lectured on Negro 
History at New York City College 
for four years. Since 1040 he has 
also served as President of the Na- 
tional Negro Congress, in which 
capacity he has taken a prominent 
role in leadership of various na- 
tional campaigns on behalf of full 



democratic rights for American 
Negroes and other Minority Groups, 

Dr. Yergen was the recipient of 
the Splngam Medal in 1933 and the 
Harmon Award In 1036 and is au- 
thor of "Gold and Poverty in South 
Africa", which was published in 
1838 by the International Industrial 
Relations Institute, and of numer 
ous articles on Africa. 

His experience in these matters 
makes Dr. Yergen a most capable 
person to lead this conference. 
Emile Valllancourt will introduce 
him on Friday night when he will 
speak on "Imperialism In the Post 
War World." . 

The sessions on Saturday will 
deal with Minority Groups in Can- 
ada, placing special emphasis on 
the Negro and Jewish problems. 
"French-Canada," the topic of the 
evening session will be Introduced 
by Jean-Louis Gagnoh. A plenary 
discussion on Sunday will hear re- 
ports of the sessions and discuss 
the resolutions presented as a guide 
for further action on these press- 
ing problems.
